boycott of the predominantly Ne- 
gro Lincoln Elementary 
School 


began today and school authori- 
ties said almost half the pupils 
enrolled were absent. 


There were 239 pupils absent, 


out of an enrolled 498, Principal 
Leroy McCloud announced. 


The figure was well below the 


goal of the Englewood Movement, 
the integrationist group that is 
backing the boycott. 


There are about eight white pu- 


pils enrolled in the school and at 
least six of them were present 
this morning, Dr. Mark R. Shedd,' 
the.school superintendent, said. 


The planners of the boycott 


have set up classes privately to 
continue instruction for the chil- 
dren who stay out. 


Seven adults pickets outside the 


school marched with signs for 
about an hour in 15-dcgree cold. 
Vincent K. Tibbs, a Negro city 
councilman, led the pickets. 


At a news conference called in 


the school building, Shedd said 
no boycotting was in evidence at 
the Liberty school, which also has 
a large Negro enrollment. 


Shedd said the Board of Edu- 


cation planned no immediate ac- 
tion against those who stayed out. 


He declined to say specifically

Mariner, launched last Aug. 27, 


gathered data continuously on its 
180 million mile journey to Venus, 
with four devices to obtain infor- 
mation on magnetic fields, parti- 
cle radiation, cosmic dust and so- 
lar plasma or gas clouds.

Eight Rolvaag 
votes were subtracted in the third 
class, where one side claims the 
ballot and the other side contends 
it should not be counted for either. 


Rolvaag, who had said earlier 


he would appear to lose ground 
in the first few categories of dis- 
puted ballots, still predicts vic- 
tory. Republicans hailed the early 
going as a trend. 


In the first three piles of ballots, 


91 were turned over to the court 
when attorneys could not agree 
Of these, 39 are claimed by Rol- 
vaag and 52 by Anderson. 


Attorneys have estimated that 


the _ three judges will have to ex- 
amine and decide on between 1,000 
and 1,500 ballots before this phase 
of the recount is completed.

Ambassador Miloslav Ruzek. It 
said the planes were searching for 
two small boats stolen from a 
fishing 
cooperative when 
they 


spotted the shrimp boat. 


The MIGs, said the Cuban note, 


approached the shrimp boat but 
flew away without firing a shot. 


The United States rejected the 


explanation as propaganda. 


U.S. Marine pilots sweeping out 


to check on the MIGs which had 
been located on radar said they 
saw the Cuban MIGs fire rockets 
which came within 40 yards of 
the shrimp boat, the Ala. 


A State Department spokesman 


said the Cuban note also contained 
"new trumped-up charges" of at- 
tacks on Cuban fishing vessels

Flexible Work 
Week Asked 
by Reuther 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. 
(AP)— 


Walter Reuther said today he 
favors,a flexible work week shift- 
ed according to changes in eco- 
nomic winds rather'than the rigid 
35-hour week advocated by most 
other AFL-CIO leaders. 


Reuther, head of the Auto Work- 


ers Union, said in an interview 
that 
he was not opposed to a 


straight slash 
in the present 40- 


hour week as called for by fellow 
federation leaders. 


"I just happen to prefer the 


flexible week idea," he said. 


Reuther said a 35-hour week 


could badly hurt some industries 
and actually cause increased un- 
employment. Instead, he proposed 
a formula that would reduce the 
standard work week automatically 
and progressively as unemploy- 
ment reached prescribed levels. 


"The details are not important." 


he said. "It's a concept of a full 
employment week," 


There would be a payroll tax 


to accumulate a national fund if 
the work week should fall to, say, 
a 37-hour week. Payments from 
the fund would provide 40-hour 
regular pay to employes working 
the temporary 37-hour week. 


They would get additional over- 


time for work after 37 hours. 


If there was practically full cm- 


ployment—or as Reuther suggest- 
ed an idle rate of no more than 
2 to 2.5 per cent (it is now 5.11 
per cent)—workers would stay on 
a regular 40-hour week. 


"What we really want," Reuther 


said, "is not more leisure but full 
40-hour wages and work for every- 
body. If the economy cannot pro- 
vide enough jobs the equalization 
fund from payroll tax collections 
would continue 40-hour pay but on 
a reduced work-week basis." 


The AFL-CIO Executive Council 


was expected to issue a new 
appeal for its ,35-hour week goal 
at windup sessions today. The 
council held'10-day winter meet-' 
ings here.

ple to grasp. But President Ken- 
icdy says his proposal is far from 
icadcmic. 


He tells a symposium sponsored 


:>y the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation that "pushing our economy 
o grow at the rale of 4 per cent 
when of 3 per cent" would work 
out over the next 10 years to an 
ncrease of "$5,000 more in income 
'.or every family." 


The ordinary fellow can under- 


stand $5,000 all right. He may be a 
ittle hazy as to how he can be 
sure that getting something cafled 
the Gross National Product to in- 
crease by 4 per cent a year in- 
stead of 3 is going to mean that he 
will get an extra $500 a year, in- 
stead of some other fellow gelling 
$1.000. This is Ihe educational 
problem that the President and his 
advisers face. 


Another reason many persons 


haven't gone overboard for the 
tax culling plan could be that 
after figuring up everything else 
involved 
they 
can't 
see how 


they'll be ahead much if any at 
the end of Ihe year. Some con- 
lend that the proposed cut in de- 
ductions would take away much 
of the benefit from any lowering 
of federal income tax rales. 


Others 
point 
out that 
other 


taxes, fees, rates, at all levels of 
government, are going up at the 
same time. When they've paid 
everything from Social Security to 
property to sales taxes to auto 
license fees, their disposable in- 
come may be about the same 
size. They wonder just how much 
of a boost they personally can 
give to the economic growth rate. 


Many ordinary fellows 
can't 


grasp how going further into debt 
is going to make the economy 
grow, or how it can do anything 
but postpone the time the piper 
must be paid. 


The new economic school re- 


jects this fear as outdated. It

Taxes Takes 
Bite Out of

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rising

haps $2.5 billion, much of the $3.2 
billion reduction envisaged in the 
Kennedy program for 1964 would 
be wiped out.
